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The motion of Director Cushing on Article XV was seconded by- 
Director Campbell and carried by the unanimous vote of the nine 
Directors present. 

Director Cushing moved that a new article to be known as Article 
XVII, and reading as follows, be added to the By-Laws: — 

Article XVII. 
The Society may, by a majority vote of its Directors, elect to join associations 
of scientific societies and may, by like vote, elect to discontinue such association, 

The motion of Director Cushing on Article XVII was seconded by 
Directors Townley and Burckhalter and carried by the unanimous 
vote of the nine directors present. 

On motion of Director Leuschner, seconded by Director McAdie, 
all the official acts and proceedings of the Board of Directors during 
the fiscal year ending March 30, 1912, were ratified and approved. 

On motion of Director Townley, seconded by Director Leuschner, 
it was resolved by the Board that immediate steps be taken by the 
officials of the Society to secure the affiliation of the Astronomical 
Society of the Pacific with the Pacific Association of Scientific So- 
cieties, and the President and Secretary of the Astronomical Society 
of the Pacific were designated as representatives to the affiliated 
organization.
